Claims 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McLeod 

'028. 

McLeod discloses in figures 1-6 a therapeutic vibration apparatus comprising a 
vibration platform 11, a vibrator 15, a base frame 12, a resilient support (13, 17), 
connected between the base frame and the vibration platform and one of the resilient 
supports 17, has a height less than the height (the highest point of 13), of resilient 
support 13. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed.
